A MEMORY OF WINSTON 


HEN 1 listened to Sir 

William recalling, ın his 
broadcast. how it was Winston 
Churchill, when President of the 
Board ot Trade. who introduced 
the first Unemployment Insur- 
ance Act, and heard him add 
“I'd like to see him complete the 
work he began,” my mind went 
back to January. 1936 

Then, when I was staying in 
Marrakesh, in Southern Morocco 
in an hotel where both Winston 
and L G. were guests, I per- 
suaded Churchill. in case his 
son Randolph. who was present, 
did not know. to tell us about his 
Radical days

OU remember Hitler’s 
infamous creed for 
women and girls? 
“Not until I have 
purged the Third Reich 
of mixed blood shall I 
be content with my life work. Not 
until I have made this a pure 
Aryan race shall I be satisfied. 

“ Therefore, I call upon German 
young women and girls to bear 
for me babies who shall grow into 
men and women of godlike quali- 
ties, worthy of all we have now 
set ourselves to fight for!” 

Maybe, you soon forgot it. 
Maybe, you said it was the raving 
of a maniac, and left it at that 
Or, maybe, if you thought deeply 
enough of Hitler's words, you 
realised with a shock what it really 
was he was demanding—not 
merely asking—of German girls 
and women. 

The law of civilised men has an 
ugly name for it. so, if the 
second was your choice, you came 
reasonably near the mark, for this 
is bestial tragedy such as has 
never before been known in world 
history. 

For a moment, let us regard this 
question of the unborn babies 
Hitler has “ killed” since he seized 
power. At that time when he was 
declaring Britain “decadent,” with 
a falling birthrate that threatened 
dire consequences for this democ- 
racy, the number of babies born 
in Germany exceeded births in 
Britain by one-third. 

Hitler rejoiced. He boasted that 
his Third Reich was heading for 
heights decadent Britain could 
now never hope to reach. Thank 
God. 

But—as always—Nature has re- 
volted. Nature always has the 
last word....From September 
1939, onwards, German birthrate 
figures have dropped steadily. 
date there have been nearly 
a-million war casualties amor 
the unborn babies and the live 
births inside Germany.
